   1   SECTION 1.  BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
   2  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 
 
   3       Article 2B - Alcoholic Beverages 
 
   4  6-401. 
 
   5   (y) (1) This subsection applies only in Worcester County. 
 
   6    (2) (i) A Class D beer, wine and liquor license may be issued only 
   7  within: 
 
   8      1. The corporate limits of Ocean City; 
 
   9      2. The boundary lines of the 10th [election] TAX district; 
 
  10      3. The boundary lines [of the 2nd precinct] of the 3rd 
  11  [election] TAX district; and 
 
  12      4. The area bounded by Maryland Route 589 to the north and 
  13  east, U.S. Route 50 to the south, and U.S. Route 113 to the west, all of which lie 
  14  within the [1st precinct of the] 3rd [election] TAX district. 
 
  15     (v) All license fees shall go to the general funds of the county. 
  16  However, if the licensed premises are in a municipal corporation, [75] 50 percent of 
  17  the fees shall go to that municipal corporation.

  19   (a) The Worcester County Commissioners shall regulate the alcoholic 
  20  beverages license fees within Worcester County.
